“Just as the TV camera that is 
in perfect working condition can 
a good sharp image of 
what is in front of it, so can the 
human eye pick up a clear, sharp 
image. If there is 
wrong with the transmission in the 
Ty station or with the viewers 
receiving set, a poor or distorted 
image reaches the viewer. Either 
nothing comes through that makes 
sense or the piteure is distorted 

Just as truly, if there is some- 
thing wrong with the teamwork of 
the two eyes, or if there is some- 
thing wrong with the ‘message’ 
that is carried through the eyes 
to the brain, vision is distorted or 
poor. With an estimated 75% of 
all formal teaching utilizing the 
sense of sight, it follows that 
faulty vision can but result in slow 
comprehension, lowered achieve- 
ment and impaired efficiency.

DID YOU KNOW? 


Mardi Gras fell on St. 
tine’s Day in 1895, and that Mardi 


Valen- 


| Gras was distinguished by being 


one on which snow covered the 
ground.’ Since February 7 that 
year the temperature had remain- 
ed below freezing (except for a 
high of 37 degrees on the 10th). 
Then on February 12 it dropped 
to nine degrees, and there was a 
three-inch snow fall. The next 
day the temperature rose to 12 de 
grees, and on the following day, 
Mardi Gras, to 22, and the snow 
remained on the ground. 

Carnival maskers snowballed all 
and sundry, and were snowballed 
in turn. Newspapers of the day 
reported that the chill air had the 
maskers on the floats kicking 
higher and more ecstatically than 
ever before in order to keep warm. 

Valentine Day only four years 
before had also seen snow, which 
began falling a short time before 
noon on February 14 and by night 
had increased in volume. There 
was snow again on February 16, 
and the weather bureau officially 
reported eight inches in Lafayette 
Square, but said two inches had 
probably iallen and melted before 
the measurement. During thisspe 
riod the city had below-freezing 
weather for seven consecutive 
days, with seven degrees on Feb- 
ruary 1% still remaining the cold- 
est ever recorded by the local bu- 
‘reau. It was February 18 before 
the temperature got as high as 35, 
and by Mardi Gras, which was 
' February 26, the city “basked” in 
a warm 49 degrees. The snow and 
the ensuing hilarity had disappear- 
ed by then. 

However, the period was far 
from hilarious for residents. The 
snow immobilized the street cars, 
‘ both electric and mule-drawn, for 
two days. Those who owned wa- 
gons removed the wheels and 
bolted board-runners to the axles, 
and were drawn through the 
streets by horses. For the first 
time in history the horse races 
were run in snow, but visibility 
was so poor the horses could not 
be seen beyond the stretch. The 
jockeys wore all the clothes they 
| could put on, and covered their 
heads and faces, leaving only slits 
for their eyes. 

The unusual weather was part 
of a blizzerd which mantled most 
of the South with snow, and the 
Ohio and Mississippi rivers were 
frozen, the latter as far south as 
! St. Louis. Baton Rouge had 7 inch- 
es of snow, Lafayette 12 inches, 
Thibodeaux 14 inches, Crowley 12 
inches, Hammond 8 inches, Pon- 
chatoula 4 inches, Amile 10 inch- 
es, Slidell 10 inches, Mandeville 
4 inches and Abita 3 inches,
